CLAIMS 

What I claim as my invention is: 

1 . (currently amended): An expander locking plier having a fixed arm and a movable 
arm linked together by a helical spring and a quick release mechanism similar to the 
design of a conventional locking plier comprising: 

a fixed arm wherein a J-shape clamping arm with an adjustable fixed jaw [[is]] 
attached to [[one]] a first end of said fixed arm: and a r e ar adjustment Gor e w is attach e d to 
th e oth e r end; 

a movable arm wh e r e in a self loolcing and quick r e lease mechanism is equipp e d; 

an adjustable moving jaw pivoted to conn e cting one end of th e said fixed arm and one 
e nd of th e said movable ar m, forming a crossed relationship with said J-shape clamping 
arm: bv pivots: and 

a oroGsod relationship b e tween th e said J shap e clamping arm and the said adjustable 
moving jaw is created. 

a rear adjustment screw with a cylindrical hole inserted into a second end of said fixed 
arm. 



2. (currently amended): [[An]] The expander locking plier according to claim 1, 
wherein th e crossed s e ction of the fix e d arm is U shape at th e J shape clamping arm e nd 
and cylindrical shap e at the roar adjustment screw e nd. said J-shape clamping arm is 
attached with its straight end at right angle to said first end of said fixed arm through a L- 
shape metal plate with a plurality of rivets. 

3. (currently amended): [[An]] The expander locking plier according to claim 1, 
wherein th e movabl e arm, similar in d e sign as a conventional loclcing plier, is e quipp e d 
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with th e self loolcing and quick r e loaso m e ohonism which is us e d to look th e expander 
loolcing pli e r in loclcing position with d e sir e d forc e and to rel e as e th e clamping action 
quickly and e asily, said J-shape clamping arm is made of two J-shape metal plates spaced 
apart and fixed at its straight end by said L-shape metal plate and spaced apart and fixed 
at its curved end by a rectangular metal block forming a hollow section at middle portion 
of said J-shape clamping arm. 

4. (currently amended): Th e fix e d arm according to claim 2, wherein a J shape 
clamping arm is attached with its straight e nd to the U shap e e nd through a L shap e m e tal 
plat e and four riyots; 

— the said J shape clamping arm is made of two J shape metal plates spac e d apart by a 
r e ctangular m e tal block w e lded at th e small e r end; and 

— th e said J shap e clamping arm is hollow in the middl e part. The expander locking 
plier according to claim 3, wherein said rectangular metal block is equipped with a 
yertical threaded hole to accept said adjustable fixed jaw. 

5. (currently amended): Th e r e ctangular m e tal block according to claim 4 is mad e to 
hav e a thr e aded hol e in the middle to acc e pt th e adjustabl e jaw which is a thread e d scr e w 
with clamping jaw surfaoo. The expander locking plier according to claim K wherein 
said adjustable moving jaw consists of a solid metal shank with a larger end connecting 
said fixed arm and said movable arm by pivots and with a smaller end feeding through 
said hollow section at said middle portion of said J-shape clamping arm to form said 
crossed relationship. 

6. (currently amended): Th e fix e d arm according to claim 2, whoroin the cylindrical 
shape ond is threaded internally to accept th e r e ar adjustment screw for the adjustm e nt of 
th e clamping size and clamping forc e by turning th e r e ar adjustm e nt scr e w oloclcwis e or 
countoroloolcwiso. The expander locking plier according to claim U wherein said rear 
adjustment screw having a cylindrical head consisting of said cylindrical hole, said 
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cylindrical hole being made at right angle to the axis of said cylindrical head to accq)t a 
metal rod or a screw driver when greater clamping force is required.
